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BAYVIEW-NQRTH 


Homeowners  and  residents  in  the  Bayview  district  have  been  concerned  about  some 
of  the  conditions  in  that  area:    the  blight  on  Third  Street;  the  lack  of  retail 
facilities  meeting  the  area's  needs;  the  vacant  lots  which,  scattered  among  res- 
idences, collect  trash  and  become  a  nuisance;  the  need  for  street  trees  and  other 
amenities.    A  group  of  these  residents  have  expressed  interest  in  a  neighborhood 
preservation  project.    The  Board  of  Supervisors  directed  the  Redevelopment  Agency 
and  the  Department  of  City  Planning  to  make  background  studies  to  determine  the 
feasibility  and  need  for  a  rehabilitation  program  in  this  area. 

Studies  are  underway  now.  The  goal  of  rehabilitation  in  the  area  will  be  up- 
grading the  environment  and  making  available  below-market-rate  loans  to  home- 
owners who  could  not  otherwise  manage  to  improve  their  homes. 

DIAMOND  HEIGHTS 

Diamond  Heights,  an  example  of  the  usefulness  of  the  land  assembly  powers  of  the 
redevelopment  process,  was  formerly  subdivided  into  a  gridiron  pattern  without 
regard  for  the  steep  slopes  which  made  most  lots  unbuildable.    To  correct  this, 
the  land  was  replanned  with  curving  streets  that,  following  the  hill  contours, 
permited  economic  development. 

When  completed  the  325  acresite  will  include  2,194  units  of  housing,  437  for  low 
and  moderate  income  persons.  The  project  also  includes  neighborhood  facilities, 
schools,  churches,  playgrounds  and  a  commercial  center. 

Environmental  considerations  resulted  in  the  designation  of  one-third,  or  90  acres, 
of  the  area  for  recreational  use  and  preservation  of  spectacular  views  protected 
by  deed  restrictions  and  height  limits. 

HUNTERS  POINT 

The  objective  of  the  Hunters  Point  is  to  create  a  revitalized  residential  community 
that  is  economically,  socially  and  racially  integrated.    When  completed,  the  area 
will  consist  of  1800  units  of  new  housing,  two  new  elementary  schools,  the  modern- 
ization of  an  existing  school,  several  child  care  centers,  a  cluster  of  small 
commercial  facilities,  a  community  center,  two  major  parks  and  a  large  multi- 
purpose playfield.    All  utilities  will  be  placed  underground  and  new  streets,  curbs, 
gutters,  sewers  and  sidewalks  will  be  constructed. 

The  Project  is  being  executed  in  three  phases.    Phase  I  is  nearly  completed,  with 
673  units  of  new  housing  for  low  and  moderate  income  families  already  occupied. 
Also,  one  park,  a  new  school,  four  child  care  centers  and  the  Neighborhood  Fac- 
ilities Building  have  been  constructed.    Site  improvements  have  begun  for  the 
second  600  units,    300  of  which  will  be  under  construction  by  the  end  of  1976. 
Work  will  also  begin  within  the  next  six  months  on  the  second  park  and  the  large 
playfield. 

INDIA  BASIN  INDUSTRIAL  PARK 

The  goal  of  the  India  Basin  Industrial  Park  is  to  transform  the  126  acres  of  under- 
utilitized,  bay-filled  Butchertown  into  attractive  sites  for  new  industrial  develop- 
ment with  the  primary  purpose  of  creating  jobs  for  community  residents.    In  addition 
the  City's  tax  base  will  be  stimulated  and  an  viable  alternative  will  be  offered 
to  local  businesses  that  are  now  considering  relocation  out  of  the  City  because  of 
the  lack  of  expansion  space.    New  streets,  curbs,  gutters ,  sidewalks  and  sewers  are 
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being  constructed,  with  landscaping  along  the  rights-of-way  and  in  median  strips. 
Presently,  acquisition  is  99  percent  completed,  relocation  is  96  percent  completed, 
site  improvements  are  65  percent  completed  and  land  marketing  is  underway. 

WESTERN  ADDITION  AREA  TWO 

In  Western  Addition  Area  Two,  most  of  the  land  not  in  streets  is  devoted  to  new 
and  rehabilitated  housing  together  with  supporting  parks,  schools  and  churches. 
Commercial  development  is  being  undertaken  along  Van  Ness  Avenue  and  in  the  six- 
block  Fillmore  Center  and  four-block  Nihonmachi  (Japan  Town). 

To  date,  residential  development  has  focused  on  relocation  housing  and  on  the  most 
urgent  need  for  moderate  priced  housing.    2,405  of  the  planned  2,630  low- to-moderate 
income  housing  units  are  completed  or  under  construction. 

Approximately  30  percent  of  all  the  structures  in  Western  Addition  Area  Two  are  to 
be  retained  and  rehabilitated.    Of  2,656  units  to  be  rehabilitated,  956  have  been 
completed.    If  funding  is  made  available  this  process  will  be  accelerated. 

To  date  market-rate  construction  has  been  limited  because  of  the  emphasis  on  housing 
for  low- to-moderate  income  families.    Except  in  the  Nihonmachi,  few  units  have  been 
constructed. 

Heavy  emphasis  on  community  participation  is  evident  in  the  sponsorship  of  moderate 
income  housing  by  21  community  based  organizations.    In  addition,  development  of 
32  of  34  Nihonmachi  sites  is  being  done  by  former  Nihonmachi  businessmen  and 
residents. 

Over  the  next  several  months,  efforts  will  be  concentrated  on  rehabilitation, 
market-rate  housing,  integration  and  development  of  the  Fillmore  Center. 

YERBA  BUENA  CENTER 

Yerba  Buena  Center  is  an  area  of  87  acres  located  adjacent  to  San  Francisco's  down- 
town office  and  retail  districts.    The  major  portion  of  the  development  will  be  a 
visitors  and  convention  center.    The  objective  of  Yerba  Buena  Center  is  to  provide 
a  visitor  and  convention  center  for  San  Francisco's  number  one  industry,  tourism. 

As  presently  planned,  the  25-acre  Central  Blocks  of  the  project,  upon  compl etion, wil 1 
contain  a  330,00  square  foot  exhibit  hall,  a  meeting  room  complex,  a  one  million 
square  foor  apparel  mart,  a  public  garage  for  1,850  cars,  office  buildings,  a  700 
room  hotel,  shops,  restaurants,  and  an  urban  park  including  several  malls  and  land- 
scaped plazas  that  will  provide  park  needs  for  visitors  and  elderly  residents  in  a 
manner  similiar  to  the  Golden  Gateway  Center. 

The  remaining  area  will  be  devoted  to  new  commercial  development,  rehabilitated 
commerical  properties,  and  1,750  units  of  moderate-priced  and  market-rate  housing. 
The  construction  of  this  project  will  create  many  entry  level  jobs  for  San 
Franciscans.
